ME SHEPHERD IN CROMWELL. 



Mr T. L. Slioriliard, lleprcsentative for Diin- 
stuu District iu t’ue General Assembly, adilresiied 
a large mectiii'; «£ bis constituents at the Crom- 
well Hotel on Tuesday evening, tbe 23rd iiist. 

Mr James Taylor, Mayor of Cromwell, occn- 
jiied tbe ebair, aud after stating tbe jiurposc of i 
tbe meeting,— namely, to boar an account of Mr 
Sbepliord's votes and proceedings at tbe last 
session of Asse.'ublj',— be brieiiy introduced tbe 
bcnouraljlc member for tbe Duiistan. 

Mr said be was glad to see such a 

good attendance of tbe electors ;■ it was com- 
mendalde that they showed interest in tbe poli- 
tical questions of the day. This being bis first 
opportunity since bis election, be desired to thank 
tbe electors for tbe honour they had conferred 
on him iu electing him as their representative in 
the Gener.al iisserably. He was quite sure that 
be w.as elected as tbe miners’ candidate j and it 
was one of the proudest moments of bis life 
when be was declared to bo at tbe bead, of tbe 
poll by such a large majority. Before begbmuig 
an account of bis stewardship, there was one 
thing of which he wished to l omuul those pre- 
sent,— namely, that be would be necessitated to 
talk a deal about himself ; bis subject and be 
were inseparable. He mentioned this that bis 
bearers might not think that be was talking in 
a boasting and vain-glorious spirit ; such a spirit 
was far from him. With these few prefatory 
remarks, bo would at once begin bis task, — to 
give tbe electors some account of the principal 
questions which bad come up during the last 
session ; and some account of what be, as their 
representative, bad said and done regarding those 
<iUcstions. Tlierc were many important mritters 
to which be could not refer at all, tor want of 
time ; and some to wliicb bo could only refer 
shortly and briefly. Tbe priucipiil question of 
the session had been the Railway question, — re- 
garding which they must all h.ave beard so ranch. 
Mr Vogel, tbe Colonial Treasurer, when in Eng- 
land, bad arranged two contracts between the 
Now Zealand Government aud Messrs Brogden 
and Sous, for the coiistructiou of railways 
throughout tbe Colony. One contract was tor 
the enormous sum of £1,500,000 j and the other, 
— ;ut alternative contract, — for £500,000. When 
the .‘\ssembly met, those two contr.acts were laid 
before them for Ibeir ratification ; but he was 
glad to say tb,at tbe Assembly considered aiul 
decided that Mr Vogel lud exceeded bis powers 
in making the contracts, and only r,atilied the 
latter of the tw'o, — that for £u00,0(j 0. This was 
done only because it was eonsideicd it would be 
unjust to Mr Brogden,— wlio h,ad come out from 
England on Mr V’ogoVs representations, — if 
neither of tbe contracts were confirmed. He 
irelieved, bimseif, that M r Brogden -was extremely 
discontented at the action of tbe Assembly in 
the matter ; and if be bad known that only tbe 
smaller contract would be acceptcil, wiiuld never 
Itave left England, The last session was distin- 
guished by its “ log-rolling” ; aud this had been 
carried on chiefly m connection with the rail- 
ways. He instanced the railway which was 
agreed to be constructed between Wellington 
and Masterton, which ho cbar.aotorised as a fla- 
grant “job," and .as simply a reward to the 
Wellington niemboi'S fur their tbick-and-tbin 
aJbci'encc to tbe Government, He bad opposed, 
— aud in that opposition was supported by many 
other member 



interest and sinking fund payable annually on 
account of money borrowed amounted to £785, 000, 
which exceeded tbe total annual receipts from 
customs revenue. Tbe speaker quoted a num- 
ber of statistical items to show that tbe Middle 
Island was entitled to a larger appropriation of 
tbe loan under tbe Pailway Act than was appor- 
tioned last session.— In reference to the duty on 
gold, be had used this argument in the Assem- 
bly (aud be had often used it) :^Gold was got 
by personal labour ; so -u'ero wheat aud pota- 
toes ; would it not be looked upon as a hard- 
ship if the producers of wheat and potatoes were 
taxed for the product of their labour ? So with 
gold production. He believed there was but 
little chance of getting tbe duty reduced by 
the present Ministry ; but lie had, in conjunc- 
tion with other members, succeeded in wringing 
a promise from tbe Government that they would 
consider the question during the recess. — He was 
of opinion that Provincial Governments must 
give place to Shire Councils, for tbe reasons that 
the Provincial revenues were small, tbe legisla- 
tive powers of tbe present Councils were almost 
nil, and that it was almost impossible to get any 
money voted for the gold-fields. Those who 
came into the field now as candidates for the 
Provincial CouncU did so with tbe avowed in- 
tention of becoming Provincial undertakers— to 
assist in burying tlie system of Provincial Go- 
vernment. Tbe miners wore tlic men who bad 
raised Dunedin from tlie rank of a ijaltry fishing 
village to being tbe c.-ipital of tbe most pros- 
perous portion of this fionrishiug Colony,— and 
yet tbe necessities of the gokl-fiebls were set 
aside to make way for a lavish expenditure in 
subsidising road boards. — Tlie Ncwspapcc Pro- 
tection Dili be bad opposeil because be believed 
newspapers — aud especially tliose on tbe gold- 
fields — bad already quite sufficientlicense. There 
were papers published on the gold-fields which 
were made tools of by tbe representatives of the 
district, lie himself had been continually made ! 
the subject of newspaper paragraphs and letters 
from correspondents deqireciating liis political 
conduct. He accused the Ckomwell Ainie-s of 
having published corrcspoiulcnco calculated to 
damago bis political reputation, and read several 
extracts to proi’e tbe assertion. Tbe speaker 
dwelt upon this subject at considerable length, 
and said lie hoped tlie electors would not allow 
their estimation of him to be biassed by tbe 



during bis lengthy discourse upon necessarily 
very dry subjects ; and closed his remarks by 
expressing a hope that the local paper would in | 
future refrain from publishing paragraphs and 
letters containing insinuations detrimental to his 
political character. 

In reply to a question asked by Mr Kidd as 
to whether there was any probability of a com- 
mon, age being obtained for Groin well, 
blr Shepherd stated tb.at a bill avould be in- 
troduced at next session of Assembly wbieb 
avonlj, ho believed, .afford much greater facilities 
for blitaining gold-fields commonage than at pre- 
sent exist. 

In ansaver to Mr MaelCellar, who wished to 
know whether be was in favour of Aided .Schools, 
Mr Shepherd declined to be fettered in regard 
to the education question, 

Mr Colclough moved a resolution to tbe fol- 
lowing effect That tills meeting has every 
confidence in Mr Shepherd as their representa- 
tive, and thanks him for bis attendance .and ex- 
planations on tbe present occasion. 

The motion was scooiulod by Mr Lindsay and 
agreed to. 

The Gliairman conveyed the thanks of tbe 
meeting to Mr Shepherd, who briefly aeknow- 
ledgeil the compliment, and proposed a vote of 
thanks to tbe Chairman. This having been duly 
accorded, tbe assemblage quietly dispersed.
